Accident frequently gives birth to difcoveries of the
higheft importance ; as it often happens that men, in
very oblzure ftations in lite, are poffefled of fome ufzful
branches of knawledge, which the keeneft refearches
of philofophy have not been able to difcover. An
infiance of this kind occurred fome time ago, that
ought 0 be uriverfally known among all the people of
2 fmall naticn furrounded and interfefted by feas as
ours is.

A vefle! having fprung a leak in the Atlantic ccean,
wiich admitted more water than could be voided by
the pamps, the matter and men to the pumber of ——
were obliged to betake themlelves in hafte to their
boat, a {mall Norway £:if, and sbzndon them(elves
to the mercy of the waves in that hazardous vehicle,
They were toffed about for fome time, in the moft
linminect danger, every wave {ceming to threaten their
vtier d=fraftion ; but were provideatially preferved.
They all watched together for many hours, but at
length it wazs peceflary to take fome repefe. For this
purpofe the boat’s company was divided into two par-
ties ; the mafter at the head of oae; and the mate at
the other ; which was to keep watch by turns. During
the time the mate was afleep, the mafler obferved a line,
or {mali rope, hanging over the ftern of the boat. Think-
ing this had fallen over by accident, and, that it would
retard "the motion of the boat, he pulled itin. At
this time the fea was ftill much agitated ; buat the boat
went through the water with tolerable eafe and feem-
ing fafety. By and by, however, the ftorm ap-
peared 10 increale, the fea became more boifterous,
the waves broke upon the little fkiff, and they were
every moment in danger of being {wallowed up. In
the agitation and buftle which this occafioned the mate
was awakened ; and feeing the rope away from the
flero; he flew into a violeot paffon, thinking it had
been by the careleflnels of fome perfon allowed to flip
overboard entirely. Being informed of the truth,
and {ecing the line, he inflantly feized it, and threw
it out behird the veflel, taking cars to fix .one end of
it very fecurely to the bdat, The other men could
not comprehend the meaning of all this; but, to their
agreeable {urprife, they found that in a few minuted

. the fea ran more fmooth than before, and the little

&iff bounded over its furface in a much more ealy
manner than they had juft eéxperienced. -
The mate then told them that he himfelf being =
‘Norwegiah, had been bred up as a fillierman on the
coaft of Norway, and had often experienced the falu-
tary effefls of this contrivauce. Every perfon on thet
cosft, hefaid, knew its efle@s perfeltly, fo that po
boat ever goes to fea there without a [pare line for
that purpofe, s it has been found; by meny trisls,
that In cafe of a florm aiifing, & boat could live in
a tough fex’ with much greater fafety with fuch s line
‘draging aftet it, than without it. ~The boat’s com-

how it happened to be fo little sdverted to, I cannot
tell. Heafterwards drew up a narrative in writipgs
which now lies before me, in which he fates another

¢ On our paffage to London, on board 4 large fhip
decply loaded, the fes ran high for feveral days; and
fcadding, it was thought abfolutely neceffary to put
in the dead lights. The weather being cold, and not
having a fire place in the cabin, caufed us to confti-
tute in its place a large tub filled with 1and, in which
we made a fire, and not only dreffed vi€tuals for the
cabin, butalfo for the thip’s crew, as there was no
poflibility of making fire on the deck. In this fituati-
on my mate applied to the mafter of the veflel for
leave to put on a tow line, which he fcorntully re-
fufed : however, next morning when the mafter of
the veflel was afleep, we put out the tow line, a coil
of lanyard of fixty fathcms, with a piece of woed at
the end of the line. To the great aftonithent of the
mate and crew then on deck, the fea abated, and
did not fange cr com.e near the fhip’s ftern as it had
done before the line was made uf: of. Next morning
two of the middle dead lights were taken down, and
the thip’s crew were able 1o make a fire on the deck,
tkough the fia ras as Figh as bafore the line avas made ufe
¢f. The line was kept out the remainder of the
voyage, when fcudding. I have had frequent trials
of the line in paffages from Jamaica, in the depth of
winter, without ever making ufe of dead lighus, un-
lefs fometimes in the quarter windows, and in a {mall
vellel, and cold weather, while fcudding.”
